Last year England instigated France to seize Tunis. Ter 
secret object in doing this was, that while France was 
busy in war with Tunis, she could occupy. Egypt, or atall 
events strengthen her influence there. But the States in 
Northern Africa saw through the evil designs of England 
and France and at once placed -themselves on their guard. 
Tripolis acknowledged the suzerainty of the Sultan. The 
Egyptians began to suspect all the British and French 
officers in their country. The army besieged the Khedive's 
palace, and compelled him to agree to give the people a share 


in the administration of the country. Nobar Pasha was. 


dismissed from the office of Wazir and Sharif Pasha was 
appointed in his place, and members were elected for: Par- 


liament. As soon as England and France heard of | the © 


appointment of Sharif Pasha as Wazir, they sent a threa 
note to Egypt. But the other European Powers told’
